Lt was sub- 
sequently announced that the two 
warships had been sold to Turkey, The 
Breslau is of 4,500 tons, carries 
twelve 4-inch guns, two machine guns 
and two torpedo tubes,

consists 6f two 6-inch guns, eight 4.

Britain’s Preliminary Reply 
to U. S. Note is Made 
Public 


ADMITS PRINCIPLES 
OF U.S. CONTENTION 


Redress Promised Where 
Limits of International 


Law Exceeded

WASHINGTON, Jan 10-—Greut 


Britain's preliminary reply to the note 


from the United States Government 
requesting an improvement in the 
tr ment of American commerce by 


the British fleet was made public here 
and in London today by mutual agree- 
ment between the state department 
and the British foreign office. 

The British communication in the 
View of the United States that com 
merce between neutral nations should 
be interfered with only when imper 


tively necessary and officials of the 
Washington government construed it 
as conceding that the principle ex- 
pressed by the American note were 
Just and upheid by the previously ac 
cepted usages of international law 

The only formal comment made to 
night was contained in a brief state 
ment issued by Secretary Bryan, who 
sald This answer being preliminars 
and not being Intended as a complete 
reply, we will postpone comiment un 
til the full answer is received 

Briefly the British note. while con 
ceding the principles of the Amerivan 
governments contentions, points out 
difficulties in actual practice, reiers 
to alleged fraudulent practices by 
shippers and in regard to statistics 
showing an Increase rather, than a de 
crense In eertain neutra commerce 
in support of Great Britain's suspic 
ions that Germany and Austria have 
been Indirectly obtaining contraband 
through neutral countries The note 
promises, however, that “Great Bri 
tain will make redress whenever 
the action of the British fleet may 
unintentionally exceed” the limits of 
international law
